America will become a new 
race of philosophers. To the 
man who has grown vegetables 
with his own hands, none of the 
accidents of society, none of the 
current fads of economics will 
appear very important any more 


The gardener knows, as no other 
man can, that he never fixes his 
own destiny and he will cease 
trying to fight against it. He 
knows that all is mere chance and 
the whim of nature. Invariably 
the crop over which he has toiled 
most assiduously, the cucumber to 
which he has given a mother's 
love, the squash on which he has 
lavished his genius, will wither 
on the vine; whereas on the next 
lot, amid neglect, sloth and ignor- 
ance, the undeserving gardener 
will reap a perfect harvest 

There may be justice in the 
affairs of society, administered by 
honest courts; there is none in the 
great contests of nature.
